Crime  Fighting 
1$  a  Community 
Responsibility 

DnMehusAsks 
i  Criminal  Forming 
Groups  Be  Found

“Crime— A  Community  Responsibil¬ 
ity”  was  a  subject  discussed  at  the 
tjiird  February  lecture  given  at  Res¬ 
ilience  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
^bruary  19,  by  Dr.  O.  Myklng 
Mehtis  of  the  social  science  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  College. 

'  '•  “The  Crime  situation  is  one  of 
■the  major  problems  of  American 
life”.  Dr.  Mehus  Ideclai-ed.  “Even 
the  casual  reader  of  our  daily  news¬ 
papers  and  our  magazines  finds  him¬ 
self  faced  by  this  fact.  When  we 
examine  the  statistics  of  crime  we 
are  staggered  by  their  enoi’mity.  A 
recent  report  of  the  committee  on 
6iImlnaT''Law  Bnfidrcemeht'  of  -tlrb 
American  Bar  Association  pointed 
out  that  out  of  every  thirty-seven 
persons  in  our  country  one  is  a 
criminal,  and  that  our  annual  ex¬ 
penditure  for  crime  is  fifteen  billion 
dollars. 

Due  to  Many  Factors 

“As  we  study  the  crime  problem  it 
is  apparent  that  .there  is  no  single 
factor  responsible  for  the  lawlessness 
found  in  our  country,  but  that  crime 
is  due  to  a  multiplicity  of  factors,” 
Doctor  Mehus  emphasized. 

“Any  study  of  the  crime  problem 
reveals  the  fact  that  through  the 
ages  men  have  sought  and  found 
various  scapegoats  which  they  have 
blamed,  to  which  they  have  attri¬ 
buted  the  causes  for  crime.  Symbol¬ 
ic  indeed  is  the  Biblical  account  that 
Aaron  laid  all  the  sins  of  Isreal  up¬ 
on  a  goat  and  sent  it  out  into  the 
wilderness.  We  conceived  of 

criminals  as  being  .possessed  of  the 
devil  or  evil  spliits. 

No  Bom  Criminals 

“However,  the  idea  that  there  is 
a  criminal  type  has  been  a  popular 
belief,  and,  like  other  similar  wide¬ 
spread  notions,  it  dies  hard.  Anti¬ 
quated  though  tlie  idea  is,  its  fallacy 
established,  our  motion  picture 
producers  and  our  newspaper  re¬ 
porters  still  exploit  the  idea  of  a 
criminal  type.  I  know  of  no  modern 
criminologists  who  accept  this 
theory..'  They  consider  it  on  a  par 
with  the  discredited  belief  in  phren¬ 
ology. 

“A  criminal  is  often  described  os 
anti-social.  The  truth  is  that  he  is

We  Must  Drive 
New  Carts  If 
We  Build  Them 

Dr.  Abernethy 
Speaker  For 
Religious  Week 

“We  need  new  ’carts’  to  bear  our 
religious  heritage,  and  after  we 
have  secured  these  new  carts  it  is 
our  responsibility  to  drive  them.” 

This  idea  was  expressed  through¬ 
out  the  three  lectures  delivered' by 
Rev.  B.  S.  Abernethy,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church,  Columbia,  on 
Monday  through  Wednesday  of  this 
week,  which  was  devoted  to  Re¬ 
ligious  Emphasis. 

He  discussed  during  these  three 
days,  “Youth  on  the  Spot,”  “New 
Carts  for  Old  Arks,”  and  “The 
Marks  of  the  Finished  Product.” 

“We  are  young  people  of  privilege, 
living  at  the  same  time  that  tre¬ 
mendous  Issues  are  at  stake,”  Rev¬ 
erend  Abernethy  declared.  “Our  re¬ 
ligious  heritage  is  not  only  being 
threatened  but  is  being  challenged. 

A  threat  to  religion  is  a  threat  to 
democracy  and  what  happens  to  re¬ 
ligion  in  the  future  is  of  concern  to 
both  you  as  an  individual  and  to 
me  as  an  individual.  ‘Think  not 
that  thou  and  thine  shall  not  be 
at  stake,” 

Life  Our  Responsibility 
He  emphasized  that  we  can  be  on¬ 
lookers-  if  we  want  to,  but  certain 
factors  will  take  place  and  see  to 
it  that  we  are  participants.  Aber¬ 
nethy  said,  "It  is  far  better  to  be  a 
participant  now  than  in  the  end. 

Our  life  is  our  own  i-esponslbillty. 

It  is  up  to  us  then  to  maintain  and 
preserve  our  religion  heritage. 

The  revolt  of  youth  is  not  against 
the  ark,  or  religion,  but  against  the 
carts  that  carry  it.  They  may  be 
named  the  customs  and  traditions 
that  characterize  religion  in  that 
particular  generation.  I’he  church 
should  recognize  Itself  as  a  cart, 
not  an  ark,  for  it  is  only  a  means  of 
communication,  he  explained. 

“Must  Drive  Carts” 

“There  is  no  need  for  despair 
when  religion  is  attacked  for.  it  just 
reveals  'a  wearing  out'  of  'the  ord’^'‘soia£lon '  dlvisforis'

It  has 
given  him  a  cause  greater  than  him¬ 
self. 

Reverend  Abernethy  thrust  at  his 
audience  these  questions;  “Are  you 
realizing  life  as  you  live  it?  Is  your 
college  training  and  religious  pro¬ 
gram  helping  you  to  make  the  most 
out  of  life  while  you  are  living  it?” 

“Look  at  the  Marks” 

He  Insisted  that  eveiwone  should 
liW  to  form  a  mental  picture  of  him¬ 
self  as  a  graduate.  He  declai’ed, 
“Look  nt  the  marks  of  the  finished 
product  to  evaluate  and  guide  your 
present  life.” 

In  his  closing  lecture  he  empha¬ 
sized  three  points  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  ones  life.  First,  have  a  train¬ 
ed  but  not  reglamented  mind;  sec¬ 
ond,  have  personality  self-controled 
but  not  self  centered,  and  third, 
have  a  spirit  chastened  but  not  sub¬ 
dued.

That  life  hgis  dfiily  hecoRie  more  intolerable  fpr 
large  numbers  pf  pepple,  not  only  in  the  United 
§tate(5,  but  all  over  the  world,  ip  an  nndpubted 
fact.  There  is  no  use  arguing,  ns  apmp  pepplp  will, 
that  the  poorest  unemployed  man  in  the  United 
States  today  has  vdthin  his  reach  pleasures  an(| 
comforts  unknown  to  the  working  man,  and  indepd 
lo  the  hulk  of  the  middle  class,  when  George  Wash- 
iugtpn  was  president.  That  may  he  quite  true,  hut 
it  is  irrelevant.  A  man’s  discontent  is  due  not  to 
what  he  lias  pr  lacke  hiif  to  what  he  sees  others  en¬ 
joying  while  he  goes  without. 

We  live  in  a  machine  age  where  the  workers 
are  little  more  than  slaves,  for  the  worker  does 
not  control'  the  machines  as  much  as  they  control 
him.  Nervpus  tension  and  di,SGontent  are  fostered 
1)y  the  unchanging  monotony  of  machine  pperat- 
ions,  and  tlie  monotony  of  the  work  is  broken  orlly 
by  the  uncertainty  of  the  continuance  of  enploy- 
nient.  The  insecurity  is  maddening  to  many 
workers,  foF~no  one  can  he  contented  without  a 
feeling  of  security.  This  insecurity  and  disephtent 
is  extended  ufjwuvd  eyen  tp  the  operators  and  man¬ 
aging  staffs  whose  responsibility  for  making  moln- 
eiitpus  decisions  is  nerve-wracking. 

Security  cannot  ho  found  by  going  hack  to  the 
ways  of  ppr  ancQ.stor.s,  or  by  lialting  Where  we 
are.  It  may  he  found  by  going  fpvwavd.  Wo  have 
discovered  our  mutual  dependence;  npw  we  must 
develop  a  cpvre.spQnding  sense  of  responsibility. 
We  may  learn  how  tp  ipake  our  amazing  luephau- 
icai  aohiovemeuts  serve  the  common  wdlfaih,  and 
iiow.  to  distribute  the  burden  or  dissolve  the  hpnd- 
age  they  have  inipqsed  upon  so  large  a  number 
hpih  of  the  unemployed  and  of  the  employed.  That 
js,  we  can  it  those  wlu)  are  themselves  safe  and 
comfortable  do  not  permii  (hemselves  to  be  hired 
into  the  belief  that  there  i.s  no  bondage  Uhtl 
discontent.

We  have  shirked  our  responsibility.

Warrensburg 
won  over  Gape  on  a  last  half  rally 
which  brought  them  from  the  small 
end  of  a  14-4  score  just  before  half 
time.  The  only  game  which  is  of 
any  great  Importance  in  the  race  is 
the  one  between  the  Mules  and  the 
Bears.  This  will  determine  whether 
the  MUles  win  or  whether  they  tie 
for  first  place  with  the  second  place 
Bears.
